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TEE INCOME TAX BILLS 


The legislature now sitting at Madison 


will before adjournment pass upon two 
important measures which concern every 
substantial taxpayer anil every person of 
business, professional and industrial sne- 
, •<•<*,. One is a measure to revise the pres- 
. nt income tax law. This includes the levy- 
ing of a surtax upon incomes above a spe- 
cified figure 
and 
the raising 
of the 


amount set for exemption. This bill will 
probably consume much time. There will 
doubtless be a devision of opinion at least 
o\or details in both the house and senate. 
Hasty action \vith resrard to the admix*- 
islrat ion's proposals for amending the in- 
.M.me tax law is neither necessary nor de- 
sirable. but it is important that the inter- 
^-,1$ of Wisconsin upon which its pros- 
perity and progress depend should imme- 
diately interest, themselves in the provi- 
sions of this measure to the end that when 
the proper time comes their views may be 
put before the legislature in a manner 
that will invite respect and consideration. 


The other bill to which we refer is the 


plan to jrive publicity to income tax re- 
tnrns. 
Since this scheme represents an 


idea merely and does not require fine at- 
tention to details it is apt to be acted upon 
hurriedly and under the impulse of the mo- 
ment. We do not believe that business any- 
where in Wisconsin, whether on the farm, 
in the factory, in the office, in the store, 
can or should view this proposal with in- 
difference. It opens up the way to a re- 
moval of practically the last mantle of 
privacy in oar individual pursuits. It will 
more than ever make the successful man 
; he target of criticism and reprisal. It 
will turn vital facts of every man 's busi- 
ness over to his competitor. It will de- 
velop fresh antagonisms and will pave the 
vav to unfair competition and question- 
able business practices. Income tax re- 
turns do not show profits alone. They 
give a deal of information of a confidential 
rharaeter touching private affairs that 
ought to be kept private, 


The state of Wisconsin is interested, 


from tfic standpoint of taxation, in secur- 
ing true returns. It has a right and it is 
its duty to surround its tax laws with such 
administration and publicity as will insure 
honesty. That is as far as its interest 
goes. It is only upon this basis that the 
hill we are now discussing should be en- 
titled to consideration. Any other concep- 
tion of the publicity proposed would be 
that of arraying one class against another 
lo a larger extent than now exists, of set- 
ting one business class against another, of 
embittering competition, of creating false 
sentiment on the part of the public at 
Jargc that successful men and women, ac- 
cumulating a competence or ordinary 
vealth. were unduly rich and belonged to 
the class with top-heavy fortunes. 


We do not believe this bill ought to be- 


t-ome a law. If any real good were to be 
accomplished by it that would be a differ- 
ent matter, but we can see in it only a 
fnritful source of trouble, class, com- 
munity and social antagonism and no bene- 
Jits to the state in the matter of taxation. 
If there are tax dodgers in Wisconsin they 
tan be reached by other and better meant-'.

purposes are pacific the rest ot" the world 
is similarly inclined. That is one reason 
why we have viewed the League of Nations 
more lightly that we should, why we have 
shown too ready a disposition to evade our 
responsibilities in the making of peace. 
But when a man like Lloyd-George says the 
world is standing on the edge of a preci- 
pice we ought 'to take him seriously 
enough to at least try and understand what, 
he is talking about. "We ought at least to 
face disarmament as a stern duty, to ap- 
proach the League, of Nations with a sober 
realization of its tremendous importance 
to all nations.
